Four more years:

It’s over. George Bush has been re-elected, winning 
both the electoral college and the popular vote. 

The President received nearly 59 million votes to John 
Kerry’s nearly 55 and one-half million. Bush gained nearly 
51% of the popular vote to Kerry’s 48%. 

As for the electoral vote, Bush won 274 votes to 
Kerry’s 252. Bush will likely add twelve more electoral 
votes to his total once the votes in New Mexico (5) and 
Iowa (7) are finalized. 

Bush’s victory brings to an end one of the most in- 
tense presidential campaigns in modern American history. 
Emotions ran high on both sides and the level of voter 
turn-out was phenomenal. Almost 117 million Americans 
exercised their right to vote in this presidential election. 

The Republicans did not just keep the White House, 
they also added to their majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives and picked up several seats in the Senate. They 
even managed to defeat Senate Minority Leader Tom 
Daschle of South Dakota, one of the most powerful Demo- 
crats in Washington D.C. 

At the state level, the stem-cell research proposition 


passed, while the state propositions to expand Indian gam- ' 


bling (68 & 70) both failed. Proposition 66, the initiative 
crafted to place limits on the “three-strikes law” failed. 

On election night, Governor Schwarzenegger gave 
credit to the people rather than taking the credit for him- 
self for championing many of the winning positions on 
the state propositions. “The people of California are the 
winners tonight,” he said to the assembled crowd at a 
Beverly Hills victory party on the night of the election. 

In the concession speech he gave on Wednesday, John 
Kerry said, “In an American election there are no losers... 
the next day we all wake up Americans.” And, he added, 
“We are required now to work together for the common 
good of the country.” s=

San José, CA (EFE) — 
Two Hispanic residents of this 
city were honored with the 
“Family of the Year” award for 
their work on behalf of immi- 
grants and the Latino commu- 
nity. 

Mario and Martha Campos, 
who work for the Services, Im- 
migrant Rights and Education 
Network, or SIREN, will be hon- 
ored for their outstanding service 
in the area of immigrant assis- 
tance and their selfless collabo= 
ration with the community. 

The award, to be presented 
in a ceremony. “emphasizes fam- 
ily values. and when you have a 
well-founded family, it’s re- 
flected in the community,” 
Martha Campos said in an inter- 
view with EFE. 

“When we decided to work 
for the community, it was a joint 
effort. and that’s how we've done 
it from the beginning.” added her 
husband, Mario. 

Martha, a Mexico City na- 
tive, studied economics at the 
National Autonomous Univer- 
sity of Mexico (UNAM) and 
came to San Francisco in 1994. 

Knowing no English, but 
with a great desire to serve, she 
began working as a health pro- 
moter with the Mayfair organi- 
zation, a job which brought her 
into direct contact with the so- 
cial and economic needs of His- 
panics in San José.

In 1967, Mario graduated 
with a degree in business admin- 
istration from the National Uni- 
versity of El Salvador, but he fled 
the war in his country in 1982, 
arriving in San Francisco with 
his wife Hilda and two young 
children. 

Martha said she felt ex- 
ploited as an illegal immigrant at 
several jobs, and her determina- 
tion not to remain silent in the 
face of injustices got her fired 
from those positions.

Coming to a San Jose intersection near you

The city government of San 
Jose is contemplating a change in 
policy that is sure to bring more 
traffic congestion to already con- 
gested city streets. 

As outlined in a recently 
published city notice, the city 
proposes to “protect” 13 intersec- 
tions from being subject to future 
traffic flow improvements. The 
13 San Jose intersections are “al- 
ready built to their maximum fea- 
sible capacity or they are cur- 
rently undergoing improvements 
that will reflect their maximum 
capacity.” 

When a proposed develop- 
ment project is presented to the 
city, a Transportation Impact 
Analysis is done to determine the 
project’s impact on traffic flow. 
The city’s existing Transportation 
Impact Analysis Policy “requires 
that a proposed development 
whose traffic impacts exceed cer- 
tain thresholds must improve the 
traffic flow conditions to mitigate 
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this impact.” Translation: If you 
want to build a big project, you 
might have to build an extra turn 
lane, or pay for another traffic 
signal. 

Usually, “improvements pro- 
vided by a development must be 
sufficient to bring the impacted 
intersection back to at least the 
“level of service” in place before 
the project’s traffic is added.” 

“The proposed policy 
change represents a direction to 
“protect” certain intersections 
from traffic flow improvements, 
in order to maintain quality fa- 
cilities for walking, biking and 
transit.” 

The city government doesn’t 
want sidewalks, bike lanes, and 
landscaping to be removed to 
help traffic flow, so they're con- 
templating a change in policy that 
would essentially remove the re- 
strictions and limits to further 
construction in already congested 
zones. Translation: There will be 
more building, and there will be 


intima 


more traffic, at these already busy 
San Jose intersections. 

A series of four public meet- 
ings have already been held in an 
effort to gauge public opinion on 
this passible change in city 
policy.s=

The 
messages were intercepted by The 
National Security Agency but 
were translated after the tragedy 
of 9/11.

Yet, 
they reflect the importance of 
information and the critical need 
for language skills to access it and 
make us secure.

To be sure, some efforts have 
been made. The FBI has 1,214 
linguists now, up from 883 in 
2001. Many of the increases are 
in the critical languages of Arabic, 
Farsi, and other vital languages. 
Yet, the government collects 
plenty of data which goes 
untranslated. In some cases, no 
one looks at it because storage 
limitations push some data out of 
the system to make room for new 
information.

The problem is serious and is 
compounded by the fact that 
Americans have serious mis- 
conceptions about the value of 
languages in the world. 

Fundamentally, Americans 
suffer from monolingualism. You 
see that in education. While 
foreign languages are a basic 
subject in many industrialized 
nations, in the U.S. foreign 
languages are considered a frill. 
Indeed, it is possible to graduate 
from an American college without 
being able to communicate in a 
language other than English. 

Although the U.S. is arguably 
the most powerful country in the 
world, our educational system is 
ethnocentric. In spite of our 
political, economic, and also 
military connections with many 
countries around the world, we 
view things from an English- 
speaking window. To a certain 
extent, this can be justified by the 
importance of the English 
language in the world. It is 
possible to do well economically 
without knowing a second 
language. 

One can travel and enjoy the 
sights with just English. But to 
really understand people around 
the world you need to be able to 
know their language. 

Languages also mean an 
understanding of foreign cultures 
because they involve much more 
than just a way to communicate. 
Languages reflect history and 
how people see the world around 
them. By letting others learn our 
language and not learning theirs, 
we end up in a weak position. We 
only see a part of the picture.

Unfortunately, these laws 
also send a message to Americans. 
English alone is enough. Just like 
you need not make any effort to 
understand new immigrants and 
their language, you need not learn 
other languages spoken around 
the world. 

These laws reflect a fear of 
languages and create a dangerous 
environment which forces us to 
bury our head in the sand. We 
don’t want to know things unless 
they are available in English. 
Until it's too late. Then we 
struggle and we can’t find enough 
people who understand the 
terrorists’ words. 

If we can't understand the 
terrorists’ words, we have no 
chance of understanding their 
motivation as to why they want 
to hurt us. We don't understand 
why some people would give their 
lives and die in a suicide mission. 
We simply dismiss them as crazy. 
But there is more to the story. To 
unlock the story, we need a key 
which is not available in the 
English only philosophy. The 
English only philosophy re- 
presents a danger to our security.

Pemex will not be privatized

Mexico City (EFE) — Mexico’s largest state- 
run company, oil giant Pemex, will not be priva- 
tized, its new director said Tuesday. 

“I think we have the elements ... to sensibly 
define a strategy that ensures we do not privatize 
our natural resource,” Luis Ramirez Corzo told W 
Radio a day after he replaced Raul Muñoz at the 
helm of Pemex, the world’s fifth-biggest oil com- 
pany. 

Energy Secretary Fernando Elizondo, for his 
part, praised Ramirez during the same radio broad- 
cast and said he was selected because he “possessed 
the most qualifications” to head the company. 

Elizondo played down the importance of rev- 
elations that Muñoz used his Pemex-provided health 
insurance to pay for his wife’s plastic surgeries, 
funds that he later replaced. 

«In-addition, the seeretary said it was-untikeby 
the matter would have legal repercussions for the 
former Pemex director. 

But Ramirez spoke in harsh terms about the 
other issue behind Muñoz's departure: the signing 
of an agreement with the Pemex employees’ union 


that was opposed by Mexican Finance Secretary 
Francisco Gil. 

On Sept. 27, in a letter that was leaked to the 
press, Gil told President Vicente Fox the contract 
for $7.7 billion pesos (approximately $670 million) 
would effectively torpedo a criminal case against 
the union for illegally channeling Pemex funds to 
the 2000 presidential campaign of the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party. , 

The controversial contract is currently being 
reviewed by several ministries, including Interior 
and Energy, as well as Pemex and the union itself. 

The agreement “is the most important short- 
term issue around which other important Pemex is- 
sues will revolve,” the new director said. 

Finally, Ramirez referred to Pemex’s potential 
and defended the executives who had invested $4.5 
billion since 2000 in efforts to come up with reli- 
able estimates of Mexico’s oil and gas reserves. 

“The big challenge is reaching levels of invest- 
ment and technology we don’t have today,” Ramirez

Cuando por la ventana 
abierta de la casa de la familia 
Darling entró volando Peter Pan, 
quienes demostraron mayor 
entusiasmo no fueron los niños, 
sino fueron sus madres. Después 
de todo, ellas son las que cono- 
cen íntimamente al “niño que re- 
husaba crecer”. Presentado por 


American Musical Theatre of 


San José, con Cathy Rigby, en 
el papel de Peter, el musical que 
se abrió la semana pasada en el 
Center for the Performing Arts 
de esta ciudad, está formidable. 

Con Cathy Rigby en el papel 
estelar, que como artista fuera 
nominada para un Tony en 
Broadway en la temporada 1990- 
91 y quien también se desem- 
peñó como gimnasta calificando 
dos veces para competir en las 
Olimpiadas. El musical tiene que 
ser excelente: lo es. Rigby flota 
en el aire con la maestría de un 
ave, arrojando su polvo de oro 
por las cabezas de la audiencia.
